SacRaAMENTO, Jan. 6.— The Republican

The Senate met, Lieutenant-Governor 
. — in the chair. All the Senators re- 
nded to their names. At the meeting 
the Senate this morning Wright and 
Steele were sworn in. A silence of some 
minutes followed, when Cross of Nevada 
moved, as there appeared to be nothing 
before the Senate, to adjourn. McClure 
insisted that the statutory business was 
the election of officers. The motion to 
adjourn was defeated, 17 ayes to 22 noes, 
three ‘‘read-out’’ Senators voting with the 
Republicans.. Motions for call of the Sen- 
ate, as Reddy was absent, to take a recess, 
and to adjourn until to-morrow, were met 
every time by the Republicans with a de- 
mand for a roll-call, and all were defeat- 
ed. McClure moved to go into an elec- 
tion for Senate officers; The radicals 
again resorted to parliamentary tactics to 
prevent organization, alternating de- 
mands for a call of the House with mo- 
tions to adjourn, which were invariably 
voted down by from 17 to 19 to 20 and 21. 
Finally Vrooman nominated Whitney for 
President pro tem., and the radicals again
